Jrving  Goodman  COLLECT1QN 

of  Russian  Coinage 


r.  Irving  Goodman  was  born  in  Toronto,  Canada,  but  is  really  more  of  an  American  in  heritage 
and  outlook  since  his  family  moved  to  the  United  States  when  he  was  just  3  years  old.  He 
resided  first  in  Detroit,  became  a  United  States  citizen  and  ultimately  moved  to  California  in  1947  where 
he  established  a  furniture  manufacturing  business.  A  key  ingredient  in  this  business  was  its  importing 
facility,  for  through  Mr.  Goodman's  travels  around  the  globe  in  search  of  profitable  import  arrangements, 
he  was  able  to  scratch  his  coin  collecting  "itch"  better  than  most  collectors.  Few  have  the  wherewithal 
to  pursue  their  hobbies  with  the  devotion  Mr.  Goodman  applied  to  his!  (But  more  on  this  in  a  moment.) 


This  unassuming  businessman  first  became  intrigued  with  rare  coins  in  1959.  On  a  business  trip  to 
the  famous  city-state  of  Hong  Kong,  one  of  the  key  import/ export  centers  of  the  world  and  an  important 
stopover  point  for  his  import  business,  Mr.  Goodman  happened  into  a  local  coin  store  where  he  noticed 
some  United  States  trade  dollars  on  display.  He  asked  the  proprietor  what  exactly  were  these  curious 
coins.  "Don't  you  even  know  what  kind  of  coins  America  produced,"  was  the  owner's  terse  reply,  as 
if  talking  to  an  ignorant  schoolboy.  For  in  truth,  most  of  us  are  like  ignorant  schoolboys  when  it  comes 
to  our  numismatic  heritage;  few  Americans  then  or  now  had  ever  heard  of  such  a  thing  as  an  American 
trade  dollar;  most  folks  considered  coins  as  merely  something  to  spend  for  merchandise  one  needs.  Not 
so,  Mr.  Goodman.  His  interest  was  provoked  by  the  remark,  and  he  bought  four  of  the  Hong  Kong 
shopkeeper's  U.S.  trade  dollars.  Thereupon  began  his  long  trek  up  the  hill  to  becoming  a  rare  coin  specialist 
with  this  1959  trip  to  Hong  Kong. 


Now,  coincidentally  Mr.  Goodman's  furniture  manufacturing  company  was  headquartered  in  downtown 
Los  Angeles,  at  the  time  close  by  the  offices  of  Superior  Stamp  &  Coin.  Soon  after  he  returned  from  Hong 
Kong  he  went  to  Superior  to  discuss  his  U.S.  trade  dollar  purchase  and  to  learn  more  about  them.  There 
he  met  a  youthful  Lawrence  Goldberg,  son  of  one  of  the  founders  of  the  coin  firm  and  soon  to  be  one 
of  its  principals.  Much  to  Mr.  Goodman's  astonishment,  Larry  Goldberg  offered  him  double  what  he  had 
paid  for  the  coins.  As  can  be  imagined,  this  gave  an  added  spark  to  his  interest  in  coins  and  coin  collecting. 


-  - 

A  warm  friendship  developed  between  the  young  coin  dealer  and  the  beginning  collector,  a  friendship 
that  has  grown  and  continues  today.  Mr.  Goodman  would  arrive  at  the  Goldberg's  store  each  Saturday 
morning  at  10  o'clock  and,  come  7:30  p.m.  closing  time,  he'd  still  be  there!  In  the  beginning,  before  he 
discovered  the  wide  array  of  global  coins,  he  purchased  exclusively  United  States  coinage.  For  example, 
on  some  of  those  Saturday  forays  into  Superior's  store,  he'd  buy  up  every  one  of  their  commemorative 
half  dollars.  If  he  had  a  choice  of  several  rare  types,  say  1928  Hawaiians  or  1935  Spanish  Trails,  he'd  buy 
extra  pieces,  having  learned  early  on  that  rarities  were  the  secret  to  collecting. 

What  Mr.  Goodman  had  discovered  is  that  certain  issues  took  extra  legwork  to  find.  Sometimes,  months 
would  go  by  between  offerings  at  auction;  or  he  would  see  very  few  of  the  pieces  he  needed  during  his 
continent-hopping  import  business.  Therefore,  whenever  he  did  come  across  a  rarity,  he'd  snap  it  up. 
And  if  offered  multiples  (which  happened  now  and  then)  he  would  purchase  all  that  he  could.  That  is 
why,  when  you  thumb  through  this  sale  catalog  of  Mr.  Goodman's  Russian  coinage  collection,  you'll 
find  many  instances  where  he  has  two  or  three  examples  of  some  of  the  rarest  dates  or  types. 

He  concentrated  on  United  States  coinage  at  first,  but  soon  branched  out  into  Russian  coins  (his  mother 
having  been  born  in  Russia),  Chinese  coins,  and  then,  pretty  much  the  whole  world.  Since  Mr.  Goodman 
was  a  globe-trotter,  his  coin  collection  and  numismatic  knowledge  also  took  on  a  worldwide  interest. 
For  instance,  in  the  last  30  years  his  business  took  him  overseas  110  times  or  an  average  of  four  times 
a  year.  We  must  envy  him,  for  he  had  a  distinct  advantage  over  most  business/collectors:  he  could  arrange 
his  trips  so  as  to  coincide  with  major  numismatic  shows  or  auctions,  and  thus  enjoy  his  coin  hobby  at 
the  same  time  he  was  conducting  business! 


He  attended  innumerable  auctions  held  by  Sotheby's  and  Glendenning's  in  person.  Attending  in  person, 
rather  than  having  an  agent  represent  him,  gave  him  a  clear-cut  advantage  when  he  saw  multiple  lots 
or  rare  items  or  when  a  bargain  bid  was  possible.  To  give  readers  a  feel  for  how  significant  a  force  Mr. 
Goodman  was  in  some  of  these  sales,  at  the  renowned  Kann  sale  of  Chinese  coins,  he  was  the  largest 
buyer  there,  winning  upwards  of  50%  of  the  lots  sold!  And  at  the  famous  1969  Russian  sale  in  Europe 
(where  many  of  the  following  pieces  last  appeared),  nearly  every  other  coin  carried  the  name  "I.  Goodman" 
after  the  lot  number  in  the  list  of  buyers  distributed  after  the  sale.  (Buyers'  lists  were  a  normal  part  of 
auction  sales  in  Europe  for  much  of  this  century.)  Summing  his  activity  up  in  two  appropriate  words, 
Mr.  Goodman  was  an  intense  buyer  who  built  an  extensive  collection  through  downright  hard  work. 

Not  only  was  he  a  hard  worker  in  his  coin  buying  as  in  his  own  furniture  business  (early  or  late  you 
could  always  get  him  on  the  phone  at  his  company),  his  goals  were  admirably  suited  to  assembling  a 
formidable  collection  of  world  coins.  These  goals,  also,  were  two-fold:  Quality  and  Completeness.  He 
was  primarily  a  collector,  not  an  investor.  And  as  a  collector,  he  acquired  an  extensive  library  of  numismatic 
books,  periodicals,  and  auction  catalogs  to  help  further  his  knowledge  of  the  subject.  Today  he  is  one 
of  the  top  scholars  in  both  the  Chinese  and  the  Russian  field. 

As  you  can  see  by  this  catalog,  his  quality  is  next  to  none  while  his  completeness  is  such  that  this 
sale  will  go  down  in  the  annals  of  numismatics  as  one  of  the  key  Source  Guides  for  Russian  coinage. 
Mr.  Goodman  always  keeps  the  Quality  end  clearly  before  him.  If,  in  buying  a  Russian  coin,  he  encountered 
a  better  specimen  than  one  he  already  had,  he'd  upgrade.  If  the  upgraded  specimen  was  also  a  rare  date, 
he'd  keep  the  first  piece  as  a  backup,  knowing  how  tough  these  key  coins  are  to  find  in  any  grade.  He 
wanted  only  the  best  (as  he  still  does  in  his  other  world  coin  collections),  Uncirculated  or  Proof,  especially 
the  Proofs  which,  in  Russian  coinage,  are  extremely  limited  issues. 

Today,  books  on  Russian  coins  as  well  as  Chinese  are  hard  to  find.  Consider  how  elusive  they  were 
in  the  early  1960's,  then,  when  Mr.  Goodman  began  his  collection!  Although  few  good  sources  were  readily 
available,  he  bought  everything  he  could  find  and  then  updated  these  with  copious  notes  as  new  information 
came  to  hand;  notes  and  source  books,  combined  with  Nature's  unbeatable  computer,  the  human  brain, 
allowed  him  to  become  an  authority  in  several  fields  at  once. 

- - -  - 

Why  is  he  selling  his  Russian  set?  And  why  will  we  auctioning  Mr.  Goodman's  impressive  Chinese 
coins  in  the  coming  months?  He  told  us  he  considers  all  numismatists  to  be  temporary  custodians  of 
coins;  a  form  of  guardianship  which  is  then  passed  along  to  the  next  generation  of  collectors.  He  believes 
he  has  gone  as  far  as  he  can  in  his  30-year  quest  for  knowledge  about  Russian  and  Chinese  coins.  Now 
he  wants  to  devote  more  time  to  the  other  countries  he  is  working  on.  (Someday,  these  too  will  appear 
in  auction.)  A  man  has  only  so  many  hours  available  to  him  to  read  and  to  examine  coins,  to  attend  overseas 
auctions  and  overseas  business.  Mr.  Goodman  spends  countless  hours  in  his  bank  s  deposit  vault  every 
month  tending  to  his  wide-ranging  collections,  upgrading  them,  cataloging  them,  reminiscing  over  them— 
dare  we  say,  loving  them?— indeed,  he  maintains  an  extensive  list  of  the  coins  he  needs,  a  list  of  every 
coin  made,  which  he  carries  with  him. 

Like  any  devotee  of  coins,  we  asked  him  whether  he  intends  to  hold  any  of  his  Russian  pieces  aside. 
No,  he  said,  his  policy  is  that  once  he  decides  to  sell  he  holds  nothing  back.  He  makes  a  clean  break 
with  the  past  so  as  to  be  able  to  devote  his  entire  attention  to  his  current  collecting  interest.  He  passes 
his  custodianship  onto  the  next  numismatist. 

Therefore,  once  this  sale  takes  place,  they're  gone.  Never  again— we  repeat,  never  again— will  you  have 
the  opportunity,  the  joy,  of  looking  through  such  a  wide  selection  of  Russian  coins;  never  again  will  you 
have  all  your  legwork  done  for  you.  For  in  a  nutshell,  Mr.  Goodman  has,  through  his  30  years'  travelling 
around  the  world,  done  more  than  one  man's  lifetime  worth  of  searching  for  rare  Russian  coins.  Take 
heed!  His  diligence  and  effort  is  presented  to  you  here  on  a  silver  platter  as  it  were,  since  before  you  are 
some  of  the  handsomest  Proofs  and  Mint  State  Russian  coins  ever  seen  on  the  numismatic  market.  Many 
of  these  will  doubtless  go  into  hiding  once  more.  They  may  never  again  surface  in  your  lifetime.  This 
is  undeniably  one  of  the  two  or  three  greatest  Russian  collections  sold  in  the  20th  century. 

Do  you  begin  to  see  how  a  very  modest  person,  a  discreet  collector  like  Mr.  Goodman,  working 
methodically  year  after  year  could  assemble  the  enormous  collection  he  built?  He  wasn't  glitzy  in  his 
habits-  no  razzle-dazzle  "see  what  I  have  done"  chest-pounding  was  required.  On  the  contrary  by  taking 
a  low  key  approach  he  gained  the  friendship  of  important  collectors  and  dealers  and  students  of  the  hobby 


and  so  earned  a  worldwide  reputation  among  those  in  the  know  as  one  of  the  leading  experts  in  the  Russian 
series.  His  was  a  knowledge  vast,  a  warehouse  of  minutiae.  And  yet  he  did  not  selfishly  guard  what  he 
had  stored;  for  any  who  had  interests  similar  to  Mr.  Goodman's  received  his  welcome  assistance.  When 
all  is  said  and  done,  he  is,  wholeheartedly,  a  gentleman. 

We  at  Superior  are  honored  that  he  chose  our  firm  to  sell  his  Russian  holdings  (and,  later  this  year, 
his  Chinese  collection).  For  the  ultimate  compliment  a  collector  can  give  is  to  sell  his  collection  back 
through  the  firm  that  helped  guide  him  in  his  collecting  career.  It  is  his  way  of  saying  "Thank  you  for 
taking  care  of  me." 

In  response,  we'd  also  like  to  say  Thank  You,  Irv,  we  will  do  as  good  a  job  of  selling  your  coins  as  you 
did  collecting  them!  You  are  a  friend  of  our  company  and  will  remain  so  forever.

These  ducats  were  then  promptly  withdrawn  from  circulation  and  are 
as  a  result  extremely  rare.

The  son  of  Michael  Romanov,  the  founder  of  the  Romanov  dynasty,  Alexei 
succeeded  to  the  throne  at  the  age  of  16.  His  reign  is  noted  for  wars  with  Poland 
and  Sweden  which  resulted  in  Muscovy's  expansion  into  the  Ukraine  and  particularly 
the  acquisition  of  Kiev  and  Smolensk.  He  had  three  surviving  sons,  Feodor,  Ivan  and 
Peter,  all  of  whom  eventually  reigned  as  Czar.

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PETER  I,  1682-1725 

The  son  of  Czar  Alexei  Michailovitch  and  Natalia  Narishkina,  Peter  was  co-czar 
with  his  half-brother  Ivan  V  under  the  regency  of  their  sister  Sophia  from  1682  to 
1689.  After  a  palace  revolution  in  1689  removing  Sophia,  Peter  ruled  alone  and  began 
his  famous  Herculean  tasks  to  modernize  Russia  militarily,  technologically  and 
culturally.  Considering  the  internal  resistance  he  encountered  his  successes  were 
phenomenal. 

Militarily  his  war  making  was  directed  by  one  major  goal-  -access  to  ice  free  ports 
for  his  navies.  Obtaining  Baltic  ports  led  to  the  protracted  Great  Northern  War  against 
Charles  XII  of  Sweden.  Less  successful  wars  were  waged  against  the  Turks  to  obtain 
access  to  the  Black  Sea. 

Peter  "the  Great's"  hands-on-management  approach  extended  from  pulling  teeth 
to  giving  haircuts  to  building  ships.  He  was  directly  involved  in  all  of  his  reforms. 
It  is  said  that  when  the  first  ruble  coins  with  western  style  arabic  dates  were  struck 
in  1707  it  was  Peter  himself  who  operated  the  coining  press.  He  was  certainly  the 
most  dynamic  ruler  of  his  time  and  the  dominant  figure  of  Russian  history.

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CATHERINE  I,  1725-1727 

Bom  Martha  Skovronsky  in  Lithuania  in  1683,  the  future  empress  had  a  most 
untraditional  rise  to  power.  She  was  orphaned  as  a  baby  and  raised  by  a  Lutheran 
minister  who  married  her  to  an  occupying  Swedish  soldier  to  get  rid  of  her.  Shortly 
thereafter  the  Swedes  were  forced  out  of  Marienburg  and  she  became  a  Russian 
prisoner  of  war  who  was  sold  to  Prince  Menshikov  who  shipped  her  back  to  Moscow. 
It  was  there  that  she  met  Peter  the  Great,  became  his  companion,  lover  and  later, 
after  his  divorce,  his  wife.  When  she  joined  the  Orthodox  Church,  she  changed  her 
name  to  Catherine  Alexievna.  She  was  Peter's  constant  companion  through  wars  and 
peace  and  was  crowned  Empress-consort  on  May  7th  1724.  She  was  with  Peter  at 
his  death  and  succeeded  immediately  to  the  throne,  being  backed  by  Prince 
Menshikov  and  Count  Tolstoy. 

Her  reign  was  peaceful,  marred  only  by  disputes  with  George  I  of  England  over 
problems  between  Hanover  and  Holstein.  She  died  in  May  of  1727  at  the  age  of  44.

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PETER  II,  1727-1730 

The  only  son  of  Alexei  Petrovitch  (the  son  of  Peter  the  Great)  and  Charlotte 
Christina  Sophia  of  Brunsw’ck-Wolfenbuttel.  Peter  was  orphaned  at  the  age  of  three 
and  raised  outside  the  court.  His  father,  Alexei,  was  accused  of  conspiring  against 
Peter  the  Great  and  died  as  a  result  of  being  tortured  to  obtain  a  confession.  Young 
Peter's  relatives  urged  his  claims  to  inherit  the  throne  and  he  succeeded  Catherine 
I  upon  her  death  in  May  1727.  His  brief  reign  is  notable  only  for  petty  intrigues 
between  rival  noble  families  seeking  to  improve  their  political  advantage.  He  died 
of  smallpox  on  January  30th  1730  at  the  age  of  14.

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ANNA  IVANOVNA,  1730-1740 

The  daughter  of  Czar  Ivan  V,  half-brother  of  Peter  the  Great,  Anna  was  married 
to  Duke  Freidrich  Wilhelm  of  Courland  in  1710.  He  died  the  same  year  and  she  mled 
alone  as  Duchess  of  Courland  at  the  court  of  Mitau  until  the  death  of  Peter  II  in  1730, 
when  she  accepted  the  Russian  crown. 

Militarily  successful,  she  was  allied  with  Austria  in  support  of  Augustus  of  Saxony 
in  the  war  of  the  Polish  Succession.  She  defeated  Turkey  in  the  Crimean  War  of 
1736-1739  acquiring  Azov  and  access  to  the  Black  Sea. 

Childless,  she  adopted  her  grand-nephew  Ivan  (III)  shortly  before  her  death.

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IVAN  III,  1740-1741 

The  son  of  Prince  Anton  Ulrich  of  Brunswick  and  Anna  Leopoldovna  of 
Mecklenburg,  Ivan  was  adopted  and  declared  successor  by  his  great  aunt  Empress 
Anna  Ivanovna.  Upon  her  death  on  October  17th  1740  he  was  proclaimed  emperor 
at  the  age  of  10  weeks.  The  government  was  headed  by  Ernst  Johan  Biren,  Duke  of 
Courland  intially  and  later  the  regency  passed  to  Ivan's  mother  Anna.  Following  the 
coup  d'etat  on  December  6th  1741  the  family  was  imprisoned.  In  1744  Ivan  was  placed 
in  solitary  confinement  at  Kholmogory  on  the  White  Sea  and  in  1756  was  moved 
to  Schlusselburg  fortress.  During  his  imprisonment,  where  he  was  raised  by  some 
accounts  as  a  wild  animal,  his  identity  was  kept  secret  from  his  jailers.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  free  him  on  July  5th  1764  and  he  was  murdered  by  his  guards  following 
secret  instructions  from  the  government  of  Catherine  the  Great. 

The  ordinal  (number)  of  this  Ivan  depends  upon  usage.  He  is  the  sixth  Grand  Duke 
Ivan  of  Muscovy  but  only  the  third  czar  of  that  name.

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ELIZABETH  PETROVNA,  1741-1762 

The  daughter  of  Peter  the  Great  and  Martha  Skovronskaya,  Elizabeth  led  an  active 
social  but  restrained  political  life  during  the  reign  of  her  cousin  the  Empress  Anna 
Ivanovna.  During  the  brief  reign  of  Ivan  III  political  currents  changed  and  fear  of 
spending  the  rest  of  her  life  in  a  convent  compelled  Elizabeth  to  personally  lead  a 
bloodless  coup  d'etat. 

Major  political  events  of  her  reign  include  settling  disputes  and  boundries  with 
Sweden  and  an  alliance  with  France  and  Austria  against  Pmssia  in  the  Seven  Years 
War.  Russia's  victories  over  Frederick  the  Great  of  Prussia  won  territories  in  East 
Pmssia  and  had  Frederick  on  the  verge  of  collapse,  his  salvation  coming  by  Elizabeth's 
death  on  January  5th  1762.

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PETER  III,  1762 

The  son  of  Charles  Frederick,  Duke  of  Holstein-Gottorp  and  Anna  Petrovna,  the 
daughter  of  Peter  the  Great,  the  future  czar  was  originally  named  Karl  Peter  Ulrich. 
In  1741,  he  was  adopted  by  his  aunt,  the  Empress  Elizabeth,  and  became  the  successor 
to  the  throne.  Elizabeth  also  ordered  his  marriage  in  1745  to  Princess  Sophia  of  Anhalt- 
Zerbst  who  changed  her  name  to  Catherine  Alexievna  upon  joining  the  Orthodox 
Church. 

Peter's  brief  reign  was  a  disaster  politically.  Upon  the  death  of  Elizabeth  on  January 
5th  1762  he  succeeded  to  the  throne  and  proceeded  to  give  back  to  Pmssia  everything 
that  Russia  won  in  five  years  of  costly  war.  He  reversed  his  European  alliances,  siding 
with  his  hero  Frederick  the  Great  and  was  about  to  enter  war  against  Denmark  when 
he  was  overthrown  in  a  coup  d'etat  on  July  9th  1762.  He  was  considered  too  dangerous 
to  the  future  reign  of  his  wife  Catherine  II  if  imprisoned  or  exiled,  so  he  was 
assassinated  on  July  18th  1762  by  Alexei  Orlov  and  several  other  supporters  of 
Catherine.  It  is  generally  believed  that  Catherine  did  not  have  advance  knowledge 
of  the  murder  plot.

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CATHERINE  II,  1762-1796 

Guided  by  the  will  of  the  Empress  Elizabeth,  Catherine  II  was  transformed  from 
the  backward  princess  of  a  minor  German  duchy  to  the  wife  of  the  heir  to  the  throne 
of  Russia.  From  that  point  Catherine  helped  create  her  own  destiny.  She  learned  the 
language  and  customs  of  her  adopted  country  and  created  political  alliances  which 
prepared  her  to  rule. 

Her  reign,  after  the  coup  d'etat  which  removed  Peter  III,  was  noted  for  interference 
with  Poland  including  the  partitions  of  1772  and  1793  as  well  as  continuing  conflicts 
with  the  Turks.

/4s  usual  throughout  the  course  of  numismatic  history,  the  most  interesting  and  often  bizarre  issues  come  from  the  economic 
necessities  of  war.  in  order  to  finance  her  campaigns,  Catherine  II  instituted  an  issue  of  paper  assignats  in  1769.  These  were 
supposed  to  be  backed  by  and  fully  exchangeable  for  copper  currency  and  it  was  proposed  that  a  copper  ruble  could  be  more 
efficiently  produced  than  the  equivalent  twenty  5  kopeck  pieces.  Thus  the  law  was  signed  in  1770  calling  for  the  issue  of 
copper  rubles.  Production  was  planned  at  the  Sestroretsk  ordnance  works  because  the  heavy  machinery  required  to  produce 
the  massive  1000  gram  planchets  was  already  in  place.  Nobody  foresaw  the  technical  problems  involved  in  production  and 
after  many  abortive  attempts  the  few  original  test  samples  were  sent  to  the  Senate  and  the  dies  were  stored  at  the  St. 
Petersburg  Mint. 

The  few  known  original  specimens  are  all  housed  in  the  Hermitage  Museum,  Leningrad  and  the  Smithsonian  Institute, 
Washington  D.C. 

In  1836  the  Minister  of  Finance  ordered  the  striking  of  a  few  specimen  copper  rubles  from  the  original  dies.  New  edge  collars 
had  to  be  manufactured  as  the  originals  had  been  lost.  The  original  dies  were  rusted  and  the  novodels  show  varying  degrees 
of  raised  rust  marks.  Grand  Duke  Michailovitch  states  that  in  some  cases  these  marks  were  removed  at  the  mint. 

In  his  well  researched  monograph  on  the  Sestroretsk  ruble  on  pages  162-175  of  his  book,  The  Copper  Coinage  of  Imperial 
Russia,  1700-1917,  B.F.  Brekke  cites  35  specimens  of  the  novodel  ruble.  Of  these  16  are  in  museums  and  many  of  the  19 
remaining  specimens  are  doubtless  duplicate  sightings  of  the  same  coin. 

The  current  specimen,  first  listed  in  literature  as  Lot  1841  of  the  May  1910  auction  of  the  Gustav  Klingert  Collection  is  the 
earliest  pedigreed  piece  in  private  hands.  It  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  prized  items  in  Russian  numismatics  and  a  highlight

The  dies  used  to  strike  the  novodel  "Sestroretsk  Ruble"  were 
also  used  to  strike  this  piece.  Both  types  show  identical  raised 
spots  from  rusty  dies  indicating  that  the  original  dies  may  have 
been  used  after  some  years  of  storage.  This  type  was  dubbed 
the  "Pugachev  Ruble"  because  the  date  1771  corresponds  to 
the  period  of  the  rebellion  of  Emelyan  Pugachev  who  was  a 
pretender  to  the  throne  in  the  name  of  Peter  III  and  the  coin 
design  does  not  contain  the  name  or  monogram  of  Catherine 
II. 

The  Grand  Duke  George  Michailovitch  lists  this  type  as  item 
number  28  in  his  1885  monograph  "A  Description  of  some 
Rare  Coins  in  My  Collection"  in  which  he  described  44  of  his 
rarest  and  most  interesting  coins.  It  is  much  rarer  than  the 
copper  "Sestroretsk  Ruble"  novodel.  The  only  pieces  we  can 
locate  having  appeared  at  auction  since  1931  are  the  Hess-Leu 
Russland  Auction  piece  (Sodermann  Collection),  November 
1968,  lot  241,  and  the  present  specimen.

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ALEXANDER  I,  1801-1825 

Alexander  inherited  the  throne  upon  the  murder  of  his  father  Paul.  His  liberal 
education  led  him  initially  upon  a  program  of  domestic  reforms.  In  his  later  years 
he  became  more  reactionary,  suspicious  and  despotic  to  the  point  that  the  Decembrist 
movement  was  on  the  verge  of  revolt. 

Internationally  Alexander  led  Russia  in  her  most  glorious  years.  Georgia  was 
annexed  leading  to  war  with  Persia  from  1804  to  1813.  Finland  was  acquired  after 
a  successful  war  against  Sweden  in  1808-09.  Moldavia,  Wallachia  and  Bessarabia  were 
added  by  the  Russo-Turkish  War  of  1806-12.  There  was  also  continued  expansion 
into  Alaska  and  northern  California. 

It  was  the  long  adversarial  relationship  with  Napoleon  I  culminating  with  the  great 
War  of  Liberation  and  occupation  of  Paris  in  1814  by  Russian  troops  that  earned 
Alexander  the  title  of  "Savior  of  Europe."  He  died  without  heir  under  mysterious 
circumstances  on  December  1st  1825.

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POLAND  UNDER  RUSSIA 

Poland's  traditional  system  of  electing  kings  rather  than  inheritance  of  the  throne 
through  succession  of  a  royal  family  had  always  made  the  kingdom  especially 
susceptible  to  outside  political  influences.  Wars  and  intrigues  of  Prussia,  Russia  and 
Austria  carved  up  Poland  in  partitions  of  1772  and  1793.  By  the  final  partition  in 
October  1796  there  was  nothing  left. 

The  Peace  of  Tilsit  in  1807  set  up  the  Napoleonic  puppet  state  of  the  Grand  Duchy 
of  Warsaw.  Under  the  rule  of  Frederich  August  El  of  Saxony  it  was  to  be  used  basically 
as  a  recruiting  ground  for  troops  for  Napoleon's  armies.  After  Russia  threw  the  French 
out,  the  duchy  ceased  to  exist  but  was  reconstituted  by  the  Congress  of  Vienna  as 
the  Congress  Kingdom  of  Poland  with  the  Czar  of  Russia  Alexander  I,  as  king.  A 
special  coinage  was  begun  in  1815  and  continued  in  some  denominations  until  1841. 
The  insurrection  of  1830-31  brought  on  by  revolutions  in  France  and  Belgium  saw 
the  issuance  of  a  few  independent  Polish  coin  types  in  1831.  The  rebellion  was  put 
down  harshly  and  Poland  was  reduced  to  the  status  of  a  Russian  province.  At  that 
time,  the  double  denomination  coinage  for  use  in  both  Russia  and  Poland  was  begun 
and  continued  from  1832  until  1850.  The  Warsaw  mint  continued  to  strike  coins 
of  strictly  Russian  types  until  1864  when  it  was  closed  permanently  during  the  revolt 
of  1863-64.  At  that  point,  Poland  ceased  to  exist  as  a  political  entity  until  after  World 
War  I.

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NICHOLAS  I,  1825-1855 

The  third  son  of  Czar  Paul  I,  Nicholas  was  not  educated  to  rule,  but  his  oldest 
brother  Czar  Alexander  I  died  without  heirs.  Paul's  second  son  Constantine, 
administrator  of  Poland,  had  married  a  commoner  and  renounced  his  right  of 
succession.  Thus  Nicholas  came  to  the  throne  at  the  age  of  29  with  only  a  background 
of  military  training  and  severly  reactionary  political  leanings.  He  froze  Russia  in  its 
tracks  politically  and  intellectually  for  30  years  and  was  known  as  the  policeman 
of  Europe  for  his  efforts  in  maintaining  status  quo  and  ligitimacy  of  the  royal 
dynasties.  His  efforts  to  maintain  the  Ottoman  Empire  as  it  was  disintegrating  led 
him  into  war  with  Turkey  and  from  there  into  the  Crimean  War  against  England 
and  France.  His  defeats  there  broke  his  spirit  and  health  and  he  died  on  March  2nd 
1855.

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FAMED  1839  IMPERIAL  PROOF  SET 


919  The  date  1839  is  the  magic  year  for  specialists  in  19th  century  Russian  coinage.  The  rare  denominations  of  this  date,  especially 

in  proof  condition,  have  been  recognized  and  highly  prized  by  numismatists  in  and  out  of  Russia  since  the  middle  of  the  last 
century  — carried  forward  by  Irving  Goodman  in  his  magnificent  collection.  He  considers  this  set  to  be  the  cornerstone  of  his 
Russian  holdings,  as  it  will  certainly  be  for  any  future  owner. 

The  set  is  comprised  of  8  regular  issue  denominations.  The  commemoratives  were  not  included  as  part  of  a  regular  set.  A 
proof  1834  Alexander  the  First  Monument  commemorative  ruble  and  a  large  commemorative  medal,  described  below,  were 
included  in  the  presentation  case.  Over  the  years  the  poltina  originally  in  the  set  has  unfortunately  been  lost.  After  150  years 
the  plush  velvet  lining  of  the  presentation  case  has  imparted  the  coins  with  a  gold  to  golden  brown  and  mottled  white  toning.

This  was  the  final  piece  of  a  series  of  20  medals  portraying  the  Russian  war  against  Napoleon,  all  of  which  were 
designed  by  Count  Feodor  Tolstoy. 

The  presentation  box  is  rectangular,  151  x  175  mm,  with  truncated  corners.  Its  surface  is  gilt  brown  imitation  leather  with 
an  embossed  lid  impressed  “Souvenir  de  St.  Petersbcurg."  The  interior  is  crushed  brown  velvet  with  insets  for  11  pieces.  The 
lid  is  slightly  loose,  but  the  box  is  in  generally  good  condition  and  very  attractive.

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ALEXANDER  II,  1855-1881 

The  eldest  son  of  Nicholas  I,  Alexander  II  came  to  the  throne  during  Russia's 
humiliation  in  the  Crimean  War.  This  experience  may  have  influenced  him  to  become 
less  involved  with  foreign  political  disputes.  During  his  reign  Alaska  was  sold  to 
America,  Pmssia  unified  Germany  and  became  an  empire  and  the  Balkans  broke  away 
from  the  Ottoman  Empire. 

Domestically  he  began  a  steady  and  successful  policy  of  liberalization  and  reform. 
In  1861  the  serfs  were  emancipated.  Unfortunately,  the  new  freedoms  stimulated 
more  dissent  and  social  unrest.  On  March  13th  1881,  the  same  day  that  he  signed 
a  law  to  effect  moderate  reforms  directed  to  appease  revolutionary  agitators,  Alexander 
was  killed  by  an  assassin's  bomb.

ALEXANDER  III,  1881-1894 

As  the  second  son  of  Czar  Alexander  II,  Alexander  III  had  not  been  prepared  to  rule. 
His  education  had  been  along  military  lines  without  diplomatic  training.  When  his 
elder  brother,  the  czarevitch  Nicholas,  died  in  1865  he  was  already  firmly  set  in  his 
thinking. 

Hardened  even  further  by  the  assassination  of  his  father,  upon  assuming  the  throne 
Alexander  III  countermanded  many  of  the  new  liberal  reforms  and  instituted  a 
reactionary  centralized  government.  He  died  November  1st  1894  of  complications 
from  injuries  received  in  an  assassination  attempt  several  years  earlier.

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NICHOLAS  II,  1894-1917 

The  oldest  son  of  Alexander  III,  Nicholas  II  came  to  the  throne  at  the  age  of  26. 
He  was  married  the  same  year  to  Princess  Alix  of  Hessen,  granddaughter  of  England's 
Queen  Victoria.  Together  this  romantic  pair,  Nicholas  and  Alexandra,  presided  over 
the  decline  and  fall  of  the  Romanov  dynasty. 

The  government  and  economy  of  Russia  was  decayed  and  ineffectual.  Nicholas' 
weak  leadership  and  disasterous  involvement  in  the  Russo-Japanese  War  and  finally 
World  War  I  brought  on  the  major  revolution  which  had  been  brewing  for  decades. 
He  was  forced  to  abdicate  on  March  15th  1917  and  a  provisional  government  led  by 
Alexander  Kerensky  was  soon  established.  Nicholas  and  his  family  were  executed 
by  orders  of  the  then  ruling  Bolshevik  government  on  July  8th  1918.  At  that  time, 
Russia  was  breaking  out  in  a  bloody  civil  war  which  was  to  last  until  1922.
